been removed irom that medicine, and 
what is the result? Is quinine any cheaper ? 
Are the sick relieved? No. Since the duly 
hasbeen taken off quinine, the price has 
advanced th London 3732 cents per ounce, 
aud it is predicted that before long,"free 
quiuiue” will fetch five dollars an ounce. 
Wfiy this result simply because a duty of 
20 per ceut has beeu removed, is not clear­ 
er understood.

European firms combining, they can con­ 
trol the quinine tm rkct even in this coun­ 
try, and thus get almost any price they may 
demand.

UP THE CHIMNEY. 


The ThrillinE Adventure of a Brook­ 
lyn Mason* 
Detroit Post and Tribune. 
Few men have so thrilling an experi 
ence as Philip Lynch and Joseph Pender­ 
g rass The foamer was 
blown from a 
high brick chimney at H unter's Point dur­ 
ing the storm Sunday. 
The latter had an 
almost miraculous escape. 
The chim ney 
was 115 feet high, and the men were on a 
scaffolding, Pendergrass on the upper and 
Lynch below him. 
The wind struck the 
chim ney with terrific torce, and the first 
scaffolding began to sway back and forth 
craking 
and 
straining. 
Pendergrass 
seeing 
the 
danger, hugged the brick 
work of the chimney. 
As the storm 
swayed the scaffolding from its lasteniogs, 
Lynch was either unable to obtain a secure 
hold on the chim ney or too m uch confused 
to make the attempt. Suddenly the upper 
part of the scaffold gave way with a crash, 
and was hurled to the ground, a tangled 
mass of 
poles, planks, and splinters 
Lynch fell with the scaffold, wbi.e Pender­ 
grass, with a desperate effort, sprang upon 
The top of the chimney, and was left 
hanging on the narrow edge of brick, 115 
feet Dom the ground. 
Lynch's mangled 
body was picked up by some of his fellow- 
workmeo, and carried lo the office of the 
company. He was not yet dead, but lite I 
for 
three hours. 
Pendergrass in the 
meantime 
remained 
clinging to 
the 
top of the chimney, while the storm 
swirled about him, seeming to threaten the 
overthrow of the structure. 
Ile succeeded 
in finding partial protection from the hur­ 
ricane by crouching on some pieces oi 
planks that had been placed inside the 
m outh of the chimney to aid in its erec­ 
tion. 
He says that when he felt the scaf­ 
folding giving way under him, and sprung 
for the chimney cap, he called to Lynch to 
follow him. 
Lynch made a desperate 
effort to gain the top of the structure, but 
lost bis footing and tumbled headlong to 
the bottom, striking in his descent every 
tier of the lower portion of the scaffolding 
which did not fall. 
But another danger 
beset Pendergrass. 
A fire had been a few 
minutes before started in the furnace below 
to test the drawing qualities of the new 
chimney. 
The smoke and gas from this 
bro 
had 
begun 
to 
pour 
up 
through 
the 
chimney, 
&d4 
they 
almost 
smothered 
Pendergrass, 
who 
dared not quit 
the 
place 
where be 
crouched, irom fear of being blown from 
the chimney top by the gale which bowled 
oyer bis bead with increasing yiolence, 
while the fumes from the chimney almost 
took away his breath. *‘1 saw my danger,'’ 
said Pendergrass, “and gave up all hope 
of being rescued. But just then I saw some 
men below me, doing all they could to 
relieve me, and my heart bounded with 
hope. These were some sailors whose 
names could not be ascertained. 
They 
courageously volunterred to climb the 
chim ney, and clambering up the frail poles 
and planks that remained clinging to one 
side of it they succeeded la rescuing P en­ 
dergrass, who, his nervous system Laving 
undergone a terrible strain folded in the 
arm s of his ruscuers. 
He suffered some­ 
what from inhaling gas and srnoka, but is 
recovering. 


M IL T O N JU N C T IO N . 


—On Saturday afternoon last while the 
3 o’clock freight was going west, a most 
lamentable and tragic occurrence took 
place about two and a half miles west of 
this village and near what 19 koown as the 
Kidder crossing. 
Mr Charlie Pierce, a 
young man of IT or IS years of age, who 
we understand had spent the Fourth in 
Janesville, and the night, or most of it, in 
dancing at a farmer s in the country, was 
making his way homeward by easy stages, 
and was following the railroad track, when 
in the middle of the high grads just east of 
the crossing he bad sat down on the track 
and seemingly fallen into a deep sleep, 
from which the screaming whistle of the 
engineer Iranticly repeated, or the thunder* 
leg of the heavy train down the steep 
grade could not awake him. It beiog im ­ 
possible to stop the train, he was struck by 
the engine and thrown down the em bank­ 
ment almost a mangled corpse. 
His fore­ 
head, or a little higher up, was crushed in 
upon the brain, m aking a horrible gash 
from which the blood flowed over lace and 
neck, disfiguring bim almost beyond rec­ 
ognition; his neck was partially broken and 
some of his ribs also. 
Mr Daniel Wood, 
who lived near bv, identified him as young 
Pierce, who had been in bis employ up to 
within a tew days. 
Ile was immediately 
placed upon a mattress, and laid in the 
caboose 
and 
taken 
to 
Edgerton 
in a dying condition, and survived hut a 
few moments alter arriving there. 
He 
was the son of Mr. Thomas Peirce, living 
about two miles west of the scene of the 
accident 
His remains were brought here 
for interment on Monday, h:s funeral be­ 
ing held rn the Seventh-day 
Baptist 
church, Elder C. Boger* officiating. It was 
thought m e boy was under the influence 
of strong drink, and his seeming uncon­ 
sciousness in the midst ot the wild w arn­ 
ing of the train would seem to justify the 
belief which, if true, has aided another 
and an early victim to the death roll of in­ 
temperance, aud is a fearful warning to ail, 
and especially to the young, to toucu not, 
taste not, handle not. 
—Wednesday last burglars again went 
through our little town, making five vic­ 
tims, to a greater or less extent, IO one 
night, the cooperative store, Soper's hard­ 
ware store, T h o rp s gr<»ccry. the grocery 
store of L. Davis, and the office of C. E

The loss fell heaviest on Soper, 
who 
loslftscveral * revolvers, some cut­ 
lery, Ac. 
The four stores were entered by 
the windows, the three first named having 
one ot the large front lights broken out. 
The circumstance of taking Mr. Carey’s 
watch out of his office, whicu happened to 
have been left that night accidentally 
hanging in h:s warehouse, points pretty 
strongly to the fact that someone knew of 
its being there, and indicates that the 
taker or takers were not strangers.
